Soviet Headquarters In 
Capital Raided By

PARIS, Dec. 6.—The police open­ 
ed their campaign against the com­ 
munists this afternoon by surround­ 
ing and raiding what is called the

headquarters"

Bobigny, an eastern suburb of Paris. 
The police sought important docu­ 
ments. 
Ninety inspectors and 60 policemen 
were mobilized for the raids on the 
communist centers. 
In addition the 
goverhment secret service called a 
general meeting this morning of its 
chiefs and sent out 60 men on vari­ 
ous missions in connection with the 
communists. 
Premier Herriot pledged his gov­ 
ernment to fight communist violence 
in France in a declaration before the 
chamber of deputies today during a 
storm session that brought inte sharp 
relief the open intent of communis- 
tic influences to accomplish revelu 
tion by force. 
The premier, however, put what 
he called the “clerical offenses" on 
the same basis, describing both mate* 
ments as hostile to the republic.

ATTENTION OF CHARITY WORKERS 
DIRECTED TO APPEALING CASE 
The Daily today is in receipt of a communication 
calling attention to an appealing cane within the 
Twin Cities, a mother and four small children be- 
ng in need of help, according to the writer. The 
mother because of her love for her children, de­ 
clines to leave them and is doing what work she 
can accomplish and yet remain with her smallest 
why. 
Under such conditions her earnings are 
litifully meagre and The Daily’s informant de­ 
scribes the condition of the family as “desper­ 
ate.** 
Apparently the case is not one of the ordinary 
kind. 
It will require deep sympathy, as well as 
supplies of worldly goods, to relieve the suffering 
of this mother. 
The writer continues: “Die mother had been 
doing what work she could, to be with her baby 
but was scarcely able to provide food to keep the 
wolf of hunger from her door. And, when asked 
why she did not apply for help from charity, she, 
weepingly, said because she was afraid they would 
want to take her children from her. No one, ex­ 
cept a mother, can understand and sympathize 
with her in such fear. So, rather than be sepa 
rated from her children, she preferred to starve 
with them, if need be.” 
Poor little struggling mother. 
The Daily be­ 
lieves, however, that she has misjudged the depth 
of understanding of the people of the Twin Cities. 
The Daily believes that now, when attention has 
been called to the case, the people of Albany an| 
Decatur will find some way to bring relief to this 
mother. 
The milk of human kindness flows no 
more freely in any community than it does in Al- 
bany-Decatur. 
*ftie writer of the letter to The Dailv takes us 
*11 rather severely to task for our lack of real 
charity, on the one hand, and our method of re­ 
lief, on the other hand. Unfortunately it is true

A most striking example of the introduction of 
these labor and time saving devices is given by 
The Florence Times in reproducing a story from 
the Franlding County Tim e*'regarding the in­ 
stallation of a pump into one; Franklin County 
home. A pump may seem a simple thing to city 
dwellers who are accustomed to having their wa­ 
ter supply delivered inside their homes and who 
are likely to voice considerable disapproval if that 
supply is stopped for any reason whatsoever, but 
imagine, if you please, what the installation of 
that pump meant to one Franklin County farm 
woman. The Times tells the story as follows: 
“It is coming from a beautiful spring that bub­ 
bles through pure white sand and flows through a 
pipe to within 30 feet of their back porch, where 
it pours out into a cement basin in its limpid pur­ 
ity, and from there to the garden where the great 
waving coilards and fine turnips bespeak its life 
giving qualities. 
'

“The pipe has not always been there. We asked 
Mrs. Humphreys how long she carried water from 
the spring to the tióuse. 
She said eight years. 
The spring is 550 feet from her kitchen. We ask­ 
ed her how many buckets full it took to supply 
her home per day. 
Her answer was that she

A TRAIN OF THOUGHTS 


For the Sabbath and Other Days

In his book “The Christ We Forget,” P. W. Wil­ 
son, American correspondent of the London Daily 
News says of life—that it is not a game but a 
stern conflict between right and wrong. Or to use 
the writer’s exact language as found on the pre­ 
face page: “We learned that Ufe was not a game 
fbut a grim heroic combat between good and evil.” 
Fate has said life is a gamble. 
Fate is wrong. 
Pleasure lovers have said life should be spent eat- 
«« ing and drinking “for tomorrow ye may die.” (But 
we don’t believe people die when they leave 
their bodies). The best of men speak of life as 
a “game.” But Wilson says differently. 
Let us 
see ? Did you ever notice “fans” discuss a game, 
and how quickly their minds go from the game 
and its merits, to the question as to whether it 
was played fairly or not? Don’t the most inter­ 
est center in that part of the football conversa­ 
tion, where the “crookedness” or “straightness” 
of individual players is discussed? Wilson seems 
to be “right.” 
Some have said life is love, but 
how many love not wisély. You can live without 
love, but the civilized world, with death lurking 
under the earth, and suspended above the earth, 
cannot live without right. Some have said life is 
religion. 
But the best established religions, fall 
if their devotees are not fighting a grim, heroic 
combat in behalf of right. The Savior, Himself, 
did not say that He cam? to establish His reli­ 
gion, so much as He said in that wonderful state­ 
ment of His: “I came that ye might have life 
more abundantly.” Of course, Wilson had refer­ 
ence to Spiritual life. He was not speaking of the 
physical or intellectual life. 
Physical life, is a 
struggle, of course. But after all physical life is 
a kind of “adjustm ent.” 
We adjust clothes and 
food to suit our bodily needs. 
Intellectual life, 
alsB&is an adjustment. 
By following the rules 
of reasoning very closely, intellectual truth is 
gained, just as a child gets the “answer” to a 
problem. 
But in the Spiritual life, in real life 
there is the fight, there is. the real conflict. 
On 
the Spiritual battle ground, we not only have to 
fight for the right, but also we must find what 
right is. 
Also, we must have the help of God 
Himself to know the right and to be enabled to 
fight for it. For example, to prove the statement 
just mad£. Daniel Webster, as intellectual a man 
as ever lived, in speaking of knowing right and do* 
ing duty, says the following in 
his 
great 
speech 
to 
the 
jury 
in 
the 
Joseph 
White murder trial, “In so far as God hath given 
us the grace” to see tha right. 
If Webster said 
God’s advice is necessary to a knowledge of the 
great issue of life, viz, right, better let his deci­ 
sion be final with you. “If any of you lack wis­ 
dom” says St. James, a straight from the should­ 
er, hard hitter in his general epistle chapter 1st 
verse 5 “let him ask God, that giveth to all men 
liberally.” Our God-given sense tells us, life is a 
fight over “right” and “wrong;” but will we he 
willing to be “soldiers of the cross T
